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Say FBI Probing Mississippi Kidnapping 

FBI agents were reportedly probing the Emmett 
Till-type kidnapping of 16-year-old Jesse Harvey 
Bradford, who was seized by a group of white men 
at a Pontotoc, Miss., service station where he had 
gone to get some soft drinks, and has not been seen 
since October 31. Police investigating the case re- 
fused to verify unconfirmed reports that several men 
were being questioned about the missing boy, who 
vanished from the small town, which is located in an 
area where whites outnumber Negroes almost 16 to 3. 

Bradford lived with his mother several miles south 
of Pontotoc on a plantation. His father is dead. 
While details of the case were lacking, reports were 
that the case closely paralleled that of Emmett Till, 
who was killed at Money, Miss., two years ago. Mem- 
phis FBI offivials, however, refused to comment on 
the case. 

The exact circumstances of the boy’s disappear- 
ance were not disclosed in local papers, but unofficial 
reports indicated he had some difficulty with whites. 
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Detroit Elects lst Negro City Councilman 

Elections last week put in office Detroit’s first Negro 
city councilman, William T. Patrick Jr., boosted Cleve- 
land’s Negro city councilmen to a total of seven, with the 
addition of Lowell A. Henry and Leo A. Jackson, and gave 
Buffalo its first woman council member, Mrs. Cora P. 
Maloney, in the city’s 125-year history. Meanwhile, Cin- 
cinnati’s vice mayor, Theodore Berry, was turned back in 
his bid for a fifth consecutive term in the City Council. 
Often acclaimed Cincinnati’s most able councilman, Berry 
said many citizens preferred having a mediocre person in 
office rather than a competent Negro. In other election 
results: 

@ New York City: Hulan Jack was re-elected Manhat- 
tan Borough president, Earl Brown won his second City 
Council term and Darwin Telesford was re-elected a Mu- 
nicipal Court justice. 

e Akron, Ohio: Democrat Edward Davis was elected to 
the City Council by a 2 to 1 margin over his Republican 
opponent and became the group’s first Negro member. 

@ Cleveland: Veteran Judge Perry B. Jackson, 61, won 
re-election to a new six-year term in Municipal Court. 

@ Mt. Vernon, N. Y.: Atty. Harold L. Wood, 38, a Repub- 
lican, was elected a county supervisor and became the 
first Negro elected to any public office in the history of 
Westchester County. 

@ Roselle. N. J.: Republican George Woody, 31, was 
elected to the City Council and became its first Negro 
member. 

e@ Braddock Hills, Pa.: Republican Walter Hales was 
elected the first Negro city councilman. 

@ Toledo, Ohio: James B. Simmons Jr., 61, won his sixth 
term in the City Council and became a strong contender 
for the vacated vice mayor post.

VIRGINIAN LIVES 31 YEARS WITH STRANGE SECRET 
BUSINESSMAN SHOCKS FAMILY. 


Home is where the heart is. And a man with a troubled 
heart can’t build his home on a foundation of sand. So 
last Sunday night in the quiet village of Warwick, Va., 
respected, hard-working, but heart-sick, 53-year-old James 
Lawrence made the biggest decision of his life. 

Calling a “conference” with his wife and children, he 
unburdened himself of a 31-year-old secret and told them 
there was a thing he had to do. Then he went to sleep for 
a fitful few hours rest before he voluntarily placed an 
errant young man’s mistake and a mature man’s ex- 
emplary life on the scales of justice. 

At 4:30 a.m. he arose, awakened his sons, Charlie, 23, 
and Kenneth, 17, and together they found Negro patrol- 
man L. C. Lovett. 





“It’s strange to 
see you out at this 
time of morning,” 
the policeman said 
to the father-son 
trio. 

“*i’ve got ¢ 
strange thing to 
tell you,” Lawrence 
said. “I murdered 
two people back in 
1926 and I want to 
give myself up.” 

Later, while the 
city rocked in 
shock. Lawrence 
sat in the Warwick 
Jail and told an 
astounding story 
about Mississippi-

When Robert went 
after Snowball, they 
argued. Alice stabbed 
Payton in the arm 
and a man named

pistol and killed Burl whose welfare prompted confession 
and Alice with five, well-aimed shots. 

Fleeing the scene, Payton walked “over a mountain” 
into West Virginia, sold the gun to a man on the street 
for $6, travelled into Maryland and eventually wound up 
in Westminister, S. C., where as James Lawrence, he met 
ah orphaned high school girl and married her. During 
the next 15 years the former Etruley Birts bore her in- 
dustrious husband two sons and two daughters. 

In 1941, Lawrence moved his family to Virginia, settled 
down in Warwick in 1944 as head of the father-son- 
operated Lawrence Flooring Co.—the only Negro hard- 
wood floor-laying contractors in the state. Last Saturday, 
employing a dozen workers, the Lawrences were con- 
tracted to floor 1,000 homes in the Stonybrook Housing

Strong, father-respectful, No. 1 son Charlie, had his 
Virginia State College degree behind him; self-reliant 
Econyes, 21-year-old No. 1 daughter, had two years of 
college behind her; manly, but shy, 17-year-old Kenneth, 
lightning-fast floor layer, had a new wife and a baby com. 
ing. 

Unawares, 19-year-old Margerite was poring over her 
sophomore books at Virginia State College. 

Quiet mother Etruley, sitting in a flimsy $44-a-month 
three-room house, waited for her husband to come home 
to the dinner she had never failed to have ready for him 
in 25 years. 

And although he had not heard a word about that 
March night in Pennsylvania, 31 years ago, conscience- 
stricken James Lawrence was willing to give up all of this 
to clear his heart.

He’s trustworthy, reliable and a 
gentleman.” When he got over the shock of the news, 
“Squire” Taylor had Lawrence out of jail on $1,000 bond. 

Said Charles Welch, white ex-Hampton Institute prof 
and Warwick businessman-realtor: “I spend $100,000 to 
get him out of whatever difficulty he’s in.” The shocked, 
10,000-person Negro community and the 65,000 whites in 
Warwick raised a concerted voice in Lawrence’s behalf. 

“The purpose of imprisonment is to punish and reha- 
bilitate. Jim Lawrence has endured 31 years of inner self- 
punishment and rehabilitated himself to the complete 
satisfaction of us who have known him all these years,” 
said a white man, whose wife cried over the case. 

And as the whole four-town area simmered down after 
hearing the strange story, James Lawrence explained to 
JET why he revealed his ugly past: 

“I wanted to build a home for my family but I was 
afraid I might get picked up at any time and then my wife 
wouldn’t be able to pay off the house and take care of the 
children, too. I had to get the thing off my mind. Now, I 
ask everybody who knows the worth of prayer to pray 
for me.”

For gentle, loving Mary Perkins last week, came a time 
to reflect on the fact that at 36, she may be the first col. 
ored woman to try out Alabama’s electric chair. It was her 
loving, in fact, that was the cause of it all. For with a 
penchant for rat poison, and an agreement with a white 
insurance agent, she had sewed up an estimated 150 per. 
sons in policies (without their consent) and was killing 
them off with arsenic at a rate yet undetermined. 

That many of the insured were still living was pure ac- 
cident. For had not Mary’s son died suspiciously close to 
the day she increased his insurance, and had not the 
gentle soul shot herself in a faulty suicide try, more of the 
living might well have been dead, and resting in East Sel- 
ma Cemetery. 

Even before the investigation was ended, they were 
blaming Mary for at least three deaths, and suspecting 
her of perhaps a dozen more. Seven graves had been re- 
opened, traces of arsenic found in six bodies, with enough 
to kill in four. Indeed, the evidence showed, loveable Mary

poison,” she says, “I gave it to her mother to give to her.’’) 
She collected $480 on four $1,000 policies. In addition, 
said Mary, she had poured an arsenic solution into the 
bedside water jug of 70-year-old Della Davis, then collected 
$250 on a $1,000 policy. Beyond this, she would confess 
nothing. 

For the next few days, more bodies were being dug up 
than buried. The results were shocking. The good Rev. 
Perkins was loaded with poison (“I didn’t give it to him. 
There was some around and he might have gotten hold 
of it.”). Ed Johnson’s body showed faint traces. Della 
Davis had arsenic in her, as did Gloria Jean Montgomery, 
Betty Jean Williams and Beula Moultrie. 

For Mary Perkins, however, there seemed to be little 
remorse over her tactics as a lady Bluebeard. She blamed 
her troubles on the fact that her parents (who had 22 
kids) had given her “no foundation to build on.” As for 
the shooting of the minister, she said, he had no one to 
blame but himself. “We started going together (in 1954) 
before my husband died,” she confessed. Menzo Brown 
lived next door, would take her husband out on his calls, 
then double back for a little love-making before his

brother cleric could return. Said Mary of her cheating, 
“My husband was a smart man, but he was no cheer or 
consolation. If I went downtown at nine, he would want 
me to come back at ten, or explain where I had been.” 
After his death (“I could window shop as long as I 
wanted”), Rev. Brown ruled the roost. “Every day at 11 


o’clock,” Mary sighed, “there he would be to get what he | 


wanted—and you know what that was. He would take me 
in the woods, or in the house. No matter what I was doing, 
or whether I had somewhere to go, every day at 11 o’clock, 
there he would be.” 

They argued once. He slapped her, she shot him in the 
stomach. (He later told police he was shot by unknown 
parties.) 

But even this did not end Mary’s troubles. After her 
chastened lover recovered his nerve (and his strength) 
he came back for another go at it, was relieved of his 
pistol by Mary, who had him jailed and fined. 

With her family dead, insurance premiums costing her 
nearly $300 a month, police asking questions, and Rev. 
Brown demanding that she continue their love affair, 
Mary finally gave up. “I thought I’d just kill myself since 
I didn’t have anything to live for.” So following a party 
on the night before her son’s burial, she packed her dishes, 
cleaned the house, took a bath and dressed in her blue 
rayon nightgown. “I couldn’t kill myself lying down,” she 
said, “so I sat up in a chair, took the pistol (the same one 
with which she shot Rev. Brown) and that’s the last thing 
I remember.” 

Was she sorry about the dead? “I don’t know why I did 
it. I just got troubled and something had to happen.” 
Why had she taken out all the insurance policies? “This 
white man, (R. G. Hogue of Independent Life Insurance 
Company) came to me with this stack of cards and told 
me he didn’t want the policies to lapse. I only had $1.05 
worth of insurance on myself and my son at the time. 
When I couldn’t pay, I’d borrow. But I didn’t kill anybody 
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for the money,” Mrs. Perkins lamented. 

Was she repentant about trying to take her own life? 
“Was nothing else to do,” said the woman, “I guess I’m 
only sorry that it (the suicide) didn’t work.” 

Said Rev. Brown, still pastoring three AME churches, 
but probably unluckiest among the living: “You never 
know who you’re going out with when you start slipping 
around. (His wife has deserted him.) I should have told 
the truth about getting shot.” Then, smiling brightly, and 
hustling off to a church conference with an eye on the 
future, he added: “Don’t make it too bad about me. I may 
want to run for the general convention one of these days.”
